USE FOOND FOR BUTTERMILK 



since It Results in Utilitatlon of 
Large Quantities of Waeto la 

Worthy ot Mention. 

In the rtr.-nt liiilletlns from the Wjs- 
ronain exp'-rlment Htatiun Ihf mak 
inn of checKi> from buttermilk Is pret- 
ty fully descrltx'd. says Hoard's Dairy- 
man. This raiiHid somewhat of a Btir 
in the dair)- world, and since It r"-- 
Hults In thi> utlli7.ation of large quanll- 
ties of buttermilk wasted every year 
It Ib well worthy of conBideralion. It 
makes a yery arceplable rheeae sand- 
wich, and the profit In the enterprise 
will depend ertlrely upon whether or 
not a steady market can be developed 
for It. Ttelnic a perlshahli' product, 
very much like coitaicp cheese, it wiR 
keep only a few days. Thi fact of 
the nitter is there is very little dif 
fer'^nce between buttermilk cheese 
and rolingc <ii< .>Re. except that the 
former has a hutlnrmilk (lavor 

racking .ind selUng this cheese re- 
quires special attention, since the pub- 
lic Is not familiar with the product 
It may be shipped in butter tubs and 
retailed In paper pails or othf r small 
packages It will keep for a week or 
ten days in a tempeariure of .".0 to 60 
degrees, hut It can he kept longer if 
the temperature la lowered to 32 de- 
crees or below It has been sold at 3 
to 5 cents a pound at the factory and 
retailed at 7 to 12>^ renU. If color Is 
dealred this may be aecured by add- 
ing cheese criHlBC as tMlB kl BkaMV 
cheese. 

The making of this buttermilk 
cheese la inexpensix'^, as the drainage 
racka, ayphons, etc . can be con- 
stmrted by anyone. When only a very 
amall a.mount Is desired the ordinary 
tttensils of a creamery can bo utilized.

Enormeua Yields of Milk Are Quito 
tha Rule Among Good AniMata 
of This Breed. 

The Shorthorn, particularly the 
Lincoln Red, Is in my experience, tha 
dairy cow par excaitenM.

True, 
the milk is not over-rich in butterfat, 
but It is sufficiently rich to make the 
cow a large yielder of butter.

butter, while a cow yielding 500 gal- 
lons of t per cent, milk gives a little 
over ;ftO pounds of butter.

thing out of it, seliiii); all the fertili- 
ty poatible, without the slightest 
thonght or care of making any ade- 
qiiaie return to ii< oii^inal lertility. 

Ibc condiiioas aa found m this 
co—ty ar* typical cf the entire coan- 
trf.aadatthapraaeattlaMia themic 
moat talked of wibfecta thriMiM the 
eatire lead. We have labored and 
worked from tun rise Io sun set, day 
ia aad day out, and have remained 
poor becaase we woaM aot combine 
biain with niiiA< ie in our farm oper- 
ations. U brii the the soil was fer- 
tile we coald plow ahaHo^ aad rul- 
livaie our < i.>|>« with oat any regard 
tu the lund^Mcatal priaaplet of the 
laws of gucd agricniture aad )ci 
Id |i a c oiiijurtf iivt. ' \' 1,1 h harvt.!)!. 
Uul the day uf virgin Uad has gunc 
aad «• auad aa spoilers, facing our 
criawaith aeceaaily staring iis in the 
face. Tki* last fertility can agaiu 
lis restored bat it will reqolie hard 
labor ami iiiiclligciit ni..n i(jv:iiient; 
yet i< cart be (tone 4nd it ^uiui; ac- 
cuuipliahed in other sectt^s ui the 
couDirv. I he purjiosc nf thj se 
kbotl articles is 10 help in a siiull 
way, to poiat oM la aa hamble way. 
the path to la c aeis aad to better 
faiiaing. 

There ara several waj^s or systemk 

ill fanning by which our I'.cpicted 
«i>ilk may be again restored to ibeir 
original fcr Jlity, such as the rotation 
uf crops, some of which will \>e 
pkived nader, to add vegetable 
■Mttct' to the soil; the growing of le- 
gaininuus crop*, as cow' peas, soy 
I and the clovers, to add nitro- 
gca; the raising of live stock, to con 
anmc the raw prMucis, such as hay 
sad graia, lato aSrkiiable prodncts, 
as Milh, cream hattar,raMttoa, pork 
aad beef. By^adoptiag a perman- 
cat pi'Stem of farming, where crop 
rotadoD plays ■ prominent part, the 
leriihty and the productiveness of 
the soil IS always oa the lacrease. 

Crop rotation aloae caaaot msia- 
tain the fertility of tftesoil, because 
me are alwa)s taking awaj with 
out putting aoyihiog back! If are 
adopt a rulstion that allows orgsoic 
matter to be plowed under, as fur- 
nished by the cow peas, the clovers 
aad the manure prodnced by the 
feediag aad bedding of live stock, 
the bamus coatnat will be iacreased 
and the productive power of the 
•oil can be asainuioed and perhaps 
lacfeased bcfoad its oifgiul fertil- 
ity. 

U •Ckctiag cr^ for ow rotation, 
tht Matter of mot development 
AoaM' receive attention. Seme 
crops, M Red Top and Timothy, 
feed pear the sorface, while the 
roots of ib« clover spd the cow peat, 
penetrate the soil moderately deep. 
.\t a glance it can be seen, that these 
several crups draw their nourishment 
from the soil in their own particu- 
lar regiions. KccaiMe of this fact, 
It is best to plan a rotation with 
crops having different root develup- 
nseat, so that all parts of the soil 
may be drawn upoa to famish 
p'caty of food. 

Ia plaaning a rotatioa «e must 
be goided to a certain exleat by 
oar iadividnal coadtlioas; yet at the 
saasc tiaw ve aaat follow oat tbc 
cardinal ptinci|leeinvoivadia order 
to receive the grsn'wi baaeft. We 
most have at least one cnhivated 
cro;>, so that the weeii* may be ile 
stroyed and the tilth of the soil iw 
proved. One legaasinons crop, to 
be fed to live sio( k or plowed under 
in order to add organic matter and 
ia addhi^ to this, becanse by the 
decnmpu&ition of its great root svs 
tem, large btoici ol lertility are 
brought up from the subsoil aad lib- 
erated, liaviog as It does, the pow- 
er of taking free nitrogen from the 
air and fixing it in the soil, the great 
val ue of th^ class of crops is evi- 
dent. 

Crop rotation alto mskes it pos 
tible to maintain the greatest effi- 
ciency nf the farm laLor thru 
the entire year. With a rotation 
the work of rarin;; for the several 
crops is diiiributed ihrougbt the en 
tire growing seMoo, inatead of com- 
ing all at ooca. Rotatioa alao helps 
lo conrtfi— t ilhn>M tmi hUji lo 



avoid tasect injury. 

In modern .igririilture the short 
rotation is the most popular be- 
cause mure time can be given to the 
soil building crops in the same 
length of tunc than where a long 
system of rotaiton is used. The 
grass part of the rotatioa Bsay be 
extended two or uiure seasons with 
great benefit t» the sml it rightly 
handled. The four year Rotation 
where grass has two seaaons is the 
one most universally adopted and 
recommended bf eaperimental 
stations. The rotation best for 
Muhlenberg County under the pres- 
ent conditions, would be cora oa 
sod followed by wheat, clover aad 
red top. Tiuiuihy is one of the 
poorest bays to feed that we caa 
grow, red top being nearly twice as 
rich in food nutrients. In this rota- 
tioa we should apply all the manuie 
made by the feeding ot hay ciupit 
to the corn crop at the same time 
using three hundred pounds uf ib 
per cent, acid phosphate pci acre. 
The soils of tliis county are rich in 
potash and only need lime to make 
it available. By the addition of 
two tons uf ground lime stone per 
acre when wc drill our wheat, the 
clovers following will respond to the 
ireatnieut. .\aother rotation that 
could be used with great benefit is 
cora on sod, criaisoa clover being 
8u«n nt the last cultivation, the fol- 
lowing spring the field should 
be well disked ami plowed under 
1 , 000 |ioaads of grouud phosphate

In combining these crops both deep 
and shallow feeders are used, so 
that the aobswil, as well as the sur- 
face soil, comes into scrvu e 1 hi> 
tuUtuin wotfid be especially adapt- i 
cd nhete live stock were kept. The 
farmers of this county should keep 
mute live stock and were this dune 
and the above rotation used all the 
hky being fed the resulting manure 
being returned lo the land there ia 
bouud to be an increase in soil fer- 
tility. I have used ihis rotation 
with the best of retaltt and trust 
that some ot our farmers may trf tt.* 
I bc up building uf our fanw mUI 
be slow, fur has it not taken gener- 
ations to wear them oat, to make 
them non-pioductive? Bnt by tak- 
ing advantage of the essentials re- 
quired in a syslcm ot farming that 
will add to the fertility aad main- 
tjin the jiroductivcness of her syils, 
the work of resioraltoa will be 
g ind a al , yet always oaward, fer- 
wdr.l. until In the end our soils will 
again be as those that were once 
virgin. I'aas raady aad williag to 
do all that I can to further the bet- 
terment of the farmers of Muhlen- 
berg County. Let as adopt some 
system of permanent agriculture for 
our sake, tor ihc sake of our child- 
raa, aad for tha saha of the comiag' 
generations.

By careful planning ait^'e^ 
a good rotation of the crops, one 
can have fresh vegetablea during 
the entire growing seaaon. It 
is also important to hare a 
systematic rotation, for different 
crops require the elemgnt of 
plant food that have been sup- 
plied to the soil by the judicious 
oae of stable manure and com- 
mercial fertilizers, in varying 
proportion. Dr. A. Oemler in 
his book "Truck Farming in 
the South", makes the following 
points very clear and they are 
as important in the garden as on 
the farm.

onions, and to have (»dier crops 
gucceed these retjuirinff less, aa 
tomatoes, au-pihot, so that in 
the end ttMTentire garden nay 
be )?radually brou^t to the 
same degree of f ertiUtgr. 

Among all gnrden crope it is 
perpaps safe to say that to- 
matoes stand out more than any 
other erop.
